To the inhabitants of Windham:—lIn submitting the first re- 
port of the Trustees of the Nesmith Library, they would tender 
their congratulations to the town for its speedy establishment upon 
so substantial a basis. They express their satisfaction in the se- 
lection’ of books, which was made with great care, and with the 
aid of the best counsel available. This selection has met with 
the unqualified approval of persons well qualified to judge, and 
possesssed of literary taste and judgment. In le:s than.one year, 
‘he work has been accomplished of fitting up the library room, 
purchasing books, preparing them for the shelves, and mak'ng a 
catalogue. Now, we have a well arranged public library of six- 
teen hundred volumes. 

The advantages of a well selected public library are many and 
great. It is an exhaustless source of entertainment and improve- 
ment, gives a higher tone to thought and feeling, and by the nu- 
merous advantages which it confers, renders a town possessed of 
its benefits a more desirable place of residence. This is true of a 
library in any community, but has special appropriateness to the 
people of Windham, from their recognized intelligence and inter- 
est in education. ‘The church, school, and library are three main 
pillars in the growth, moral elevation and advancement of a peo- 
ple. When these are properly appreciated and supported, the suc- 
cess and prosperity of that people is fully assured. It is greatly 
to the honor of this town that its public institutions have ever 
been so carefully fostered. ‘They have been guarded with jealous 
care. By these acts, this people has shown itself possessed of 
that solidity and soundness of mind and strength of character 
which ever distinguishes the Scotch Irish race. May they not for- 
get the deeds of generations gone, but emulate the examples of a 
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noble ancestry.’ May the time be far distant when the public 
spirit of this people shall decline; when their pride and interest in 
education in its broadest sense shall be impaired; when the 
‘* brightly filled pages” of the past, and the achieved aggrandise- 
ment of the present, shall be succeeded by the blemished record 
of -public indifference and the darkening gloom of ignorance.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss M. Lizzie Anderson, of 
Windham. At \the first visit of the committee the school appear- 
ed well organized and a prospect of a good school. The teacher 
obtained the good will of the scholars and parents; and was en- 
gaged for the next term. ‘The order was not quite as good as we 
should like to see, but all.appeared well disposed, and the teacher 
succeeded well for one of her years, and bids fair to make a valu- 
able teacher. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ida M. Dustin, of Derry. 
She has had experience in teaching, but was unable to induce 
many of the scholars to speak so as to be distinctly heard. It 
may be habit with some, and bashfulness or fear with others. It 
seems to be almost impossible for the teacher to overcome this 
without the united efforts of the parents and scholars. The school 
would appear much better if all could be induced to speak loud 
and promptly. Some of the exercises were very good. The 
writing-books looked well, some very good specimens of penman- 
shi 

ikood number of the parents were present and seemed well 
pleased with the general appearance of the school, and were to 
join with the teacher and scholars in the evening at the school- 
room, in a sociable time. 
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DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Lucinda T. Carlton, of 
Derry. The school was small, only fourteen scholars at the first 
visit of the committee, and not as many atthe close, only 11 being 
present. The school appeared well, and the teacher seemed to be 
interested in her work, and was engaged for the next term. Your 
committee did not know the time of its commencement and did 
not visit the school tillit had kept about three weeks. The school 
appeared well, what was there, but some of the larger scholars 
were not present; from some cause they had taken a miff at the 
teacher, and their parents had allowed them to leave, which had 
a bad effect on the school ; only one half the whole number being 
present at the close of the Fall term. 

Mr. Frederick J. Hughes, of Windham. was engaged for the 
winter term, and commenced the next Monday. Your committee 
visited the school again, all appeared friendly and the prospect of 
having a good school. 

The committee have visited the school again and find all going on 
harmoniously, but as it has two weeks yet to keep, cannot speak 
of its close in this report. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Viola L. Wilbur. She 
is an experienced teacher and has taught in this district before 
and gave good satisfaction, and as was expected, at the close of 
the term the school appeared well. Recitations in Geography 
were very good, also spelling. Answers were prompt, and there 
was evidence of improvement. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ellen I. Gage, of Pelham. 
She also was an experienced teacher. At the first visit, the com- 
mittee suggested the need of having the room a little stiller. One 
or two boys in this school do not take much delight in their stud- 
ies, and it makes it unpleasant for the teacher. For the Winter 
term it requires a teacher of firmness and decision. The teacher 
this term was not encouraged by the presence of the parents, not 
any of them going into the school during the term, until the close 
and the teacher evidently was discouraged, feeling that no one 
cared for the school. Somé of the recitations went very well, but 
your committee would like to see a little better order, and a little 
more energy. A good teacher wants to see the faces of the par- 
‘ents in the schoolroom, occasionally, to cheer and sympathize 
with her in her labors and perplexities. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Josephine W. Bradford, 
of Derry. Fall term by Miss Maria Louise Dana, of Derry. And 
the Winter term by Miss Clara A. James, also of Derry. All 
were teachers of experience, and succeeded well. The district was 
fortunate in getting three such good teachers, but would have been 
more so (in the judgment of your committee) if they could have 
had either of them for the year. It is imposible fora new teacher 
to start off at once, when the scholars are all strangers. Their 
ways, manners and dispositions must be learned, also their posi- 
tions in the various studies. The school did not appear quite as 
well at the close of the last term, on account of some of the 
scholars having left to go to Derry at the commencement of their 
term, but not from any dislike to their teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Camelia 
A. Howe, of Methuen, Mass. This was her first school. The 
good will of the scholars was obtained at first and she was engaged 
for the winter, although it was kept in the fall, the scholars being 
mostly small. She had the respect of scholars and parents, and 
tried to make those intrusted to her care feel the importance of 
improving their time. There were a good number of the citizens 
in at the close, and ell seemed gratified with the appearance of the 
school. The small class in Colburn’s Arithmetic did very well, 
and showed a good knowledge of numeration, which is often neg- 
lected until scholars get nearly half through Written Arithmetic. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The School was taught by Miss Mattie F. Scribner, of Ray- ° 
mond, N. H. She is a teacher of experience, has taught this 
school before, has a good share of firmness, and order is one of 
the first principles of her schools; goes very thoroughly as far as 
they go, takes great care in their reading, to have every word 
spoken plainly, accent and emphasis in their proper places, conse- 
quently does not go over as much ground as some teachers. Per- 
haps small scholars who cannot see the necessity of the rules and 
principles, would learn as much to have more practice, but larger 
ones if they get the principles while in school, can practice after 
school is done. | 

3 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 


In this District they usually have but one term. This was 
taught by Miss Cora E. Slate, of Windham. This was her first 
attempt at teaching. As children learn a great deal by imitation, 
it is desirable for a teacher to speak and act as they wish their 
pupils to speak and act. For they will, in a measure at least, 
pattern after the example before them. A little more animation 
in the school would be desirable, but with a school so small (only 
twelve scholars) it is not easy to make as much show at an exam- 
ination as in a larger school. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Fellow-citizens of Windham :—In presenting this annual report 
of our schools, your committee can do little more than repeat the 
suggestions presented i in our last.» We should feel well paid for 
our labors in the capacity of school committee, if we could im- 
press upon the minds of the citizens of this town, the great im- 


portance of sustaining our common schools, and give them that — 


character which will: be a blessing to every child in the town, as 
well as a credit and honor to every parent. Your committee has 
been called into the schools but once the past year on account of 
disorder. And in that instance, the suggestion by the committee, 
that order must be sustained, proved to be sufficient to restore or- 
der and harmony. It is regretted that in few cases the parents 
have taken their children out of school, apparently, on account of 
some disaffection with the teacher, or with some members of the 
district. The teacher occupies an important place among us and 
should be sustained, encouraged and sympathized with in their 
labors. As all persons in the same districts are not alike, or of 
the same mind in all points, we ought not to expect all teachers to 
be models of our fancy. ‘Therefore, we should be slow, yes, very 
slow to find fault with the teacher before we have been in to the 
school to see for ourselves, whether it is a fault in the teacher, or 
perchance it may be in our own children. 

Now, fellow citizens, if you or any of us take our children out 
of school, can we keep from them the cause? If all things are 
not just to our own ideal of a teacher, would it not be better to 
say to our children, try, yes, try and learn all you can? We must 
look beyond this present term. We must look for the good of the 
whole district. If scholars are taken cut this term for any dislike 
that may arise, they, or some others will claim the same privilege 


* 
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(as they may call it) in future. Therefore, let no disaffection in 
the district be carried into the school-room to operate against a 
teacher. We cannot expect to get good teachers unless we treat 
them with respect and kindness, and pay a fair compensation for 
their labor. As was remarked in the last year’s report, we should 
strive to have all our children there in season, so is to save the 
black marks against their names, on the register.
